of electricity coincides with tho duration of 
the motion of the steel or iron moved or vlbral- 
ed in the proximity of tho magnet. When the 
human voice causes the diaphragm to vibrate, 
electrical undalations aro induced in the coils 
around Ihe magnets precisely similar to the un- 
dulations of the air produced by the voice.

When the fuse is ignited the gas generated by 
the combustion of the powder rushes violently 
against the helicoida! surfaces and imparts to 
ihe rocket a rotary motion, which gives it 
a steadiness similar to that of a conical rifle

ventor, Sir. J. Singleton Hooper, drove six 
rockets a distance of 350 yards, over a vessel 
CO feet in length, each rocket falling with gieat 
accuracy.

THE I.OUIMAXA f OMMI-^IOX. 


The President has at last succeeded in se- 


curing tho dcsifod number at' gentlemen who 
are to invostigute Louisiana, and in two weeks 
accomplish that, which at least twenty preced- 
ing investigations and 4,000 pages of repoits 
and speeches in Congress failed to do. Tluy 
are men of Lhs highest character and' ability. 
But how they are to see through the Louisiana 
millstone on such short not'co, is as puzzling to 
me as Dundreary's dog problem was to him. 
Yet in view of tho President's repugnance to 
the use ot troops, excepting for the preservation 
of peace, and the hearty accord with this'vicw 
by the Cabinet, the wilhdiawal of bayonet 
support from Packaid is generally assumed lo 
bo what the commission will recommend. 
Gen. Haw Icy it here, and Secretary Evarts is 
preparing his instructions. Gen. Haw ley ac- 
quired prominence here in Congress by his 
opposition to the Force Bill, and every one 
now supposes he will report adversely to fur- 
ther use of troops. Tho majority of the coui- 
lyission are understood to share his views.

the chimes of the Metropolitan Church.

Sin: Prior to my entering upon the duties 


of tlie Presidency there had been stalioned by 
order of my predecessor in the Stale House at 
Columbia, S. C., a detachment of United Stale: 
infantry. 
Finding them in thai place, 1 have 


thought proper tu delay a decision of the ques- 
tion (if their removal until [ could consider and 
determine whether the condition ot aflUirs in 
lhal Stale is now such as either li> require or 
juslify the continued inilitaiy occupation of 
the State House. 


In my opinion there does not now exist in 


that Stale such domestic violence as is com- 
templated by the Constitution as tho ground 
upon which the military poiver of the National 
Government may he invoked for the defense 
of the State, There are, it is true, grave and 
serious disputes as lo the lights ol certain 
claimants to the chief executive ofli ;e of that 
Slate. Bill Ihese are lo be settled and deter- 
mined not by the Executive of the United 
Stales, but by such orderly and peaceable 
methods as may be provided by the Constitu- 
tion and taws of the Slate. 1 feel assured lhat 
no lesuit to uolonceis contemplated in any 
quarter, bill that, on Ihe contrary, Ihe disputes 
in question, are tu be settled solely by such 
peaceful remedies ns the Constitution and laws 
of thy State piovide. Under these circum- 
stances, in Una conliilonce, I now deem it 
propei to take action in accordance with the 
principles announced whou 1 entered upon the 
duties of the Piesiilency.

jou did me tlie honor to invite me has been 
to leave on my uiiud the conviction tiiat you 
sincerely desire to see a peaceful and just set- 
tlement of the questions which are distiactiug 
mil people and injuiing seiuiusly the niatciial 
iiiteiesl of our Slat",; ami 1 trust you are 
equally convinced of my eainesl wish to aid iu 
accomplishing tins happy cud. As 1 may not 
have the pleasure of seeing you again oil this 
subject, it may be prop^rj lo put" before you 
iu the fullest and most definite form the assui- 
ances given to you veibally. I icpeat there- 
fore that if the Federal troops are withdrawn 
from the State House there shall be on my 
patt, or thai of my fiiends, no result to \iu- 
ioiice to assert our claims, but thai we shall 
look foi their maintenance solely to such peace- 
ful leincdii'd as the constitution and laws of 
the S:ate piovide. 1 shall use all my authority 
to lepiess the use or Ihe exhibilioti of force in 
the settlement of all disputed questions, and 
this aiithoiity shall be exercised iu such a man- 
ner thai tlie pi'.ice shall be preserved. 
We 


only desiie the establishment in our Slate of a 
government which will si-cuie to every citizen, 
The loucsl as uell as the hiuliest, black as ivell 
as while, full anil equal protection in ihe eu- 
joyiiienl of all his lights under the Constitu- 
tion of the t'niti'd Stales. 


Xo one can be more deeply impressed than 


mvself with ihe imperative necessity ol estab- 
lishing cordial relations between all classes and 
both races in South Carolina, for it is by these 
means lhal ihe trite and enduring weifaie of 
the State can ho secured. 
With tiie recogni- 


tion of the perfect equality of every citizen be- 
fore tho law ; will: a just and impaatial ad- 
ministration of Ihe laws; with a piaclicul, se- 
cure exercise of the right o( sufliase ; with a 
system of public education which will open the 
services of kno'vledgo to all classes, \vo may 
iiope to see our Stale soon take the position to 
which she is entitled. 


It was ihe patriotic hope to aid in the ac- 


complishment of these high aims that called 
me from my retirement to become a candidate 
for tlie ollice^ifGovernor ofSuuth Carolina, 
it 


was through the confidence of the people of 
that Slate that I would honestly and faithfully 
carry out all Ihese purposes tha't i was elected 
I heir Chief Magistrate, and I feel profoundly 
thai peace can be smely preserved there and 
prosperity restored by assuring our people that 
Hie right of "local self-government," so promi- 
nently brought forward in your inaugural and 
so favorably teccived by the whole country, is 
to he promptly cairied out as the rule of your 
adiiiinslralion. I anticipate, the ready fulfill- 
ment of the just and reasonable hopes 'inspired 
by the unnouiicotnenl of Ihe policy you have 
unfolded—a policy which found a responsive 
echo iu every patriotic heait, as Indicating a 
put pose* lo administer_the Government in the 
true spirit of the Constitution. 


In conclusion peimitme to assure you lhat 


1 feel the strongest confidence that t,he wise 
and patiiotic policy announced in your inau- 
gural will, as soon as it takes shape in action, 
produce such fruits lhat Ihe whole country 
will enjoy the blessings of peace, prosperity, 
aud bannony.
